THERE has been a Rood deal of talk lately al>out Henry Ford’s 
widely advertised alleged philanthropy in (he form of givin# his 
employes a five-day week in order that they could spend an extra 
day with their families. 
It is now beginning to dawn upon the 
country that, in point of fact, this five-day week really means 
nothin# more or less than a Wage-cut of IU and two-thirds per cent 
for all the? people working in his plants. 
It appears that Mr. Ford announced (hat the minimum $0.00 
a day would continue in effect on the five-day week schedule. 
This 
docs not change the fact that the new rule loses each working 
man one day’s pay out of six, or one-sixth of his week’s payroll. 
It effects 60,000 employes, and if all of them were making only the 
minimum of $6.00 a day, it saves Mr. Ford $.‘160,000 a week on 
his payroll. 
The announcement was also made that Mr. Ford would add 
8.000 men as a result of his shortened week, but even if this were 
done it would add only $18,000 a week to his payroll, leaving 
net saving to him of $342,000 a week.

T he statistics of building expenditures for the month of 
March, as collected by Bradstreets’, afford a most remarkable 
example of the surge forward in industry. 
These figures show 
that expenditures permitted for building in 109 cities for the 
month totaled $194,661,072, as against only $99,219,326 in Febru­ 
ary and $91,875,757 in March a year ago, a gain of 96 per cent 
over February and of 112 per cent over March, 1921, itself a period 
cf exceptional activity. 
A further most interesting fact, too, is that, with only 109 
cities so far reporting, March this year furnishes a larger total 
than was ever before seen in any month in the country’s history. 
Expenditures in March (his year were higher than a year ago 
in S6 out of 109 cities reporting, and, taken as a whole, expendi­ 
tures are over double (hose of March, 1921, 26 per cent above the 
hitherto record March of 1920, and 4 per cent in excess of the 
total in 163 cities in the biggest month of all time, April, 1920. 


GAMBLING SLOWING UP 


In the opin ion of officials of the Treasury and other branches 
of the governm ent who try to keep a finger on the nation’s so­ 
called ‘‘sporting pulse,” gam bling is slow ing up o f late. 
Only a year or so ago it was estimated that cash was changing 
hands at the rate of $5,OOO,OOO,OOO every twelve months as a 
result of betting, friendly little neighborhood games and the like. 
Of course, the officials do not know very accurately how much 
that total has been reduced. 
But there is no question but that Hie 
craze for financial excitement on games of chance is fading. 
At 
the same time it is noted that sales of Treasury savings certificates 
and of the government’s “baby bonds” are increasing. 
Deposits 
are rising in savings banks. 
The entire nation is beginning to 
save more regularly than at any time since the armistice.
